SCHOOL REPORT. 


In presenting to the citizens of Weatworth my third annual re- 
port of the schools, I will say, that the majority of our schools 
for the past year have been very much in advance of those of the 
preceding year, although in two or three instances net as goed. 
In those instances the Prudential Cemmittees failed in their choice 
of teachers; for, if we wish to have good schools, we must haye 
good teachers. 


In all the schools, except two or three, I found the pupils quiet 
and studious and the teachers laboring hard to instruct them. 
Our good teachers will do better than strangers for our schools 
again, and I would advise, as in former times, securing the same 
teachers, as far as possible, for the ensuing year where they have 
given general satisfaction, 


. » 

In some of our districts some of the parents and citizens have 
been much inclined to censure the teacher, some of whom were 
in former times teachers themselves. But I could see no occasion 
for any thing of the kind. We should be charitable in forming, 
and guarded in the expressions of, our opinions. 


All should feel confident that they extend to teachers the same 
treatment, in every respect, that they would wish to receive in 
return, were they placed in their positions, A teacher’s life is 
not one ofall sunshine. ‘They have mapvy unpleasant things to en- 


counter as well as those of all other occupations; and no one 
should condemn a teacher on the,garbled reports of scholars, for, 


*‘Youth is ever apt to judge in haste, and lose the medium in the 
mild extreme.” The whole amount of school money raised for 
the past year was $1,200. The enumeration of scholars for the 
year 1882 as taken by the Selectmen on the first day of April was 
as follows: whole number of boys, 56; whole number of girls, 57; 
making the whole number of pupils between the ages of 5 and 156 
years, 113. 
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I will report each school as correctly as posssible from what I 
could learn from examinations, and their appearance during my 
visits, as follows :— ! 


District No. 1. 


Spring and fall term both taught by Miss J. E. Marston. The 
_ pupils made very good advancement in most of their studies; but 
they would have done much better if their teacher had been more 
energetic.

Districts No. 2 and 9. 


The school was taught by E. G. Tenney ‘during the year. The 
pupils were very studious and respectful, and made good advance- 
mentin theirstudies. The teacher passed the pleasantest year, 
with his pupils here, he has ever passed in the school-room and 
hopes that all who may teach the school in days to ceme may 
have as pleasant schools. 


District No 3, 


The school was taught by G. F. Plummer, The pupils made 


great advancement in their studies. which could not be otherwise, 
under the training of o1e so thorough a3 Mr. P. in his instrac- 
tions, It was the best school we have had in this district for 
several years.

District No 5. 


Spring term taught by Miss A. A. Libbey. Miss L, taught an 
excellent school as she always has in former times here; but I 
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think her last school the best, May she be secured as teacher 
here again. Winter term taught by Miss C. E. Ellsworth. The 
school appeared well when I was in the first of the term. Not 


knowing just when the school was to close I did not visit it at the 
close. 


District No. 6. 


The school was taught during the year by Mrs. E. M. Colburn. 
I found the scholars quiet and studious always during my visits, 
and they passed a very good examination at the close of the win- 
ter term. 


District No. 8. 


Spring term taught by Mrs. C. J. Little. My visit was very lim- 
ited the first of the term, and I was invited on a certain day to vis- 
it at the close, but on the day preceding the one during whichI was 
to make my visit I was very kindly notified that the school had 
closed. Therefore I know nothing about the school. Winter term 
taught by Miss A. M. Whitcher. The teacher and pupils were do- 
_ ing very nicely when I visited them. Miss W. had the best of 
success and was much liked by all. 


District No. 10. 


The school was taught during the year by Miss P. M. Plummer. 
The scholars were very studious and made excellent advancement 
in their studies, which could not be otherwise under the in- 
struction of Miss P. who is one of our best teachers. 


Disrrict No. 11. 


The school taught by Miss Etta Leavitt. Ifound all doing well 
atthe commencement. On account of the iuclemency of the 
weather I was unable to visit at the close; but I hear Miss L. 
taught a first-class school and was much liked. 


Districr No, 12, 
Spring term taught by Miss A. H. Whitmore. I found all doing 


well the first of the term; and at the close the scholars passed a 
very good examination under the training of Miss W. who had 
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labored hard to instruct them. The winter term was taught by 
Mrs. C. A. Hill. Mrs. H. has had great experience in teaching and 
had very good success here, as we learn that she has had always 
in teaching elsewhere. 


Prudential Committees and teachers haye been very kind to no- 
tify me of the commencement and close of terms. Parents do not 
take that interest in the schools they should take. Ali should 
visit at the commencement and close of terms at least. 

We have too many school districts for the number of pupils. I 
wish that districts Nos. 3 and 5 might be united. Also Nos. 2 and 
9; land J2,I think it would be far better to unite. As I learn 


from the registers, only two of our prudential committees have ° 


visited the schools—Mr. L. W. Davis and Mr. H. P. Wells. I hope 
the committees for the ensuing year will follow the example set 
them by the two gentlemen above named.
